Lonpon, July &8&—A Paris dispatch to the 
Times says M. de Lesseps stated at the last 
ineeting of the geographical society that he 
does not think the total of the expenses of 
constructing the Darien canal will exceed 


50 000.000 franes. He endeavored to ex- 


plain to the meeting that the difficulties of 
the work were not formidable as those 
which had to be overcome in the construc- 
tion of the Suez canal, as a railroad already 
runs along the course of the proposed Pana- 
ma canal, with large towns at each extrein- 
ity. 
M. de Lesseps has just signed the treaty 
giving him the concession of the ‘isthmus 
granted by the United States of Colombia. 
Matters are now to be pushed with the 
greatest activity. A new company will be 
. . © . - 
immediately constituted with a capital of 
100,000, 000f, In a long conversation M. 
de Lesseps this afternoon repudiated 
all intervention on _ the part of 
the government, were such intended. He 
suid that he fully recognized the truth of 
the statement that the United States was 
entitled to exercise a large and important 
influence in the management of the canal. 
He declared that the enterprise had no 
character of special nationality, but 
isa private speculation, though universal 
in its utility. Paris silently ac- 
cepted the center of operations 
merely because the French laws are severe, 
and oller greater security to shareholders, 
on account of the greater control over the 
administrators of the funds. M. de Lesseps 
remarked during the interview that he pro- 
oem to offer General Grant the position of 
jonorary president of the company. Le

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TERRIBLE FAMILY FEUD IN PIKE, 


The Recent Killing of His Brother-in-Law by Bar- 
ton—How the Trouble Originated—The In- 
dignation of a Brother of the Pris- 
oner—Held in Bond of $500, 


The Pike county correspondence of the 
Griffin News givesthe following particulars 
of the commitment trial of Burton, who 
recently shot his brother-in-law: I stated 
in my last that the coroner left on Friday, 
stating that he would return on Saturday 
with a counsellor, bring the court and jury 
under his subjection, and put matters in 
proper shape. His honor was 
prompt as to time, but from 
some unknown to your reporter, 
the left behind, 
He summoned the same old jury, eight or 
nine of whom responded, and the balance 
were fined. This jury, after going through 
akind of mimicry trial, brought in the 
same or a similar verdict to the original 
This seemed to be perfectly satisfac- 
tory to his honor, at least such is presuma- 
ble, for after its rendition, he departed, 
and gave no further trouble to court or 


jury. 

During the flurry of the coroner, tbe reg- 
ular court was quietly proceeding inthe 
examination of witnesses. Several were ex- 
amined, but their testimony did not reveal 
any facts or evidence contrary to those al- 
ready reported. ; 

After all the witnesses were disposed of, 
the prisoner was called on to make a state- 
ment, if he desired to do so, Hearose, and 
in a calm, quiet, unexcited manner, made 
the following statement. I give the sub- 

oe oe 

stance of it. He stated that some time 
during the past year, naming the date, he 
was administrator on the 
estate of his deceased father. This appoint- 
some cause, was very 
unsatisfactory to his sisters, and was the 
Pandora's box of all their troubles and dif- 
ficulties. From the time it was made, on 
up to the killing of Ricks, they (the sisters) 
had given hima great deal of trouble and 
annoyance, so much of it that he had be- 
come somewhat irritable on the subject. A 
few mornings before the homicide the de- 
ceased and his wife called at prisoner's 
gate; the wife continued on in the house, 
and demanded the books in which were 
kept the business transactions of the 
administration. She did this, said he, ina 
very abrupt, excited manner, and I replied 
to her to “go to hh—l.”’ She replied, ‘'very 
well,” andreturned to her husband at the 
gate, who remained there for some time, 
threatening, daring and cursing prisoner, 
to all of which he made no reply. He saw 
nothing more ® Mr. Ricks until the day of 
the homicide, but in the mean- 
time several persons—naming them— 
had informed him ‘that Ricks was 
threatening to take his life.as soon as 
they should meet, and had on one occasion 
gone to Warnerville expressly in quest of 
him. On the day of the homicide, prisoner 
was on his way to Warnerville, and hap- 
pened to have his shot-gun, which he had 
taken in order to induce a certain dog to 
follow, that he was returning to its owner. 
When near Warnerville, lie saw Ricks 
approaching him in the road. As 
they drew near to each other, prison- 
er. said, “goed evening, Mr. Ricks,”’ 
and tried to pass on. Ricks replied, ‘‘stop, 
d—n you; what was that you said to my 
wife the other day?’ Prisoner replied that 
he had told her to “go to h—ll.’ ‘Yes,

Ricks, and made an effort to insert his hand 
in his pocket. At this instant prisoner 
lowered his gun and fired. Ricks madea 
step or two forward as though trying to 
come at him, and he struck him twice with 
the gun barrel, whereupon he fell to the 
ground, Prisoner stated further that no 
one regretted the unfortunate circumstance 
more than he did, but that it was entirely 
unavoidable, and purely an act of self- 
defense. 

The prosecution was represented by Mr. 
Mehin; of #@enoia, the defense by Colonel 
Peavy, of Greenville. Both of these gen- 
tlemen were very untiring in their efforts, 
and handled the case in a skillful manner, 
winding up with speeches that would not 
have disgraced the bar.of any court. 

About half an hour after the conclusion 
of the speeches, the court gave its decision, 
which was manslaughter, and bound the 
prisoner \ over under a_ bond of, 
3500, whidh he had no trouble in giving. 
Without @iscussing the points, I willadd, 
thatthis verdict was a surprise tO nine- 


the trial. Thus ended a trial that has been 
attended with at least one unusual and pe- 
culiar feature. All the animosity, bitter- 
ness and hatred that the trial has developed, 
has proceeded from the immediate relatives 
of the prisoner. It is to be feared that 
they have been actuated more by prejudi- 
ces and hatred, engendered in a family 
quarrel, than by a sense that law or justice 
has been greatly violated. Asan evidence 
of it, I will relate a little circumstance that 
took place when Colonel Peavy was making 
his concluding speech. Mr. John Burton, 
brother to the prisoner, rose up in the court- 
room and screamed out, at the top of his

the Angry Apothecaries of 

Philadelphia Say. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 8.—Apothecaries are 
very angry at the charges of exorbitant 
prices for quinine made by Farr, of Powers 
& Weightman, and say that if he knew of 
any druggist selling cinchonida, the cheap- 
er alkaloid for quinia, it was his duty 
promptly to expose them. As for prices, 
instead of three cents a grain, as Farr said, 
they answer through a committee, it is not 
nor customary among. retail 
druggists of this city to charge more 
than one and a half, and _ certainly 
not over two cents per grain for quinine at 
this present time. As wholesale rates of 
quinine-are now $3.50 per ounce avoirdu- 
pois, each ounce containing 437'¢ grains, 
the wholesale price per grain will readily 
be seen to be about three-quarters of a cent, 
and the profit from selling at one and a 
half to two cents will certainly leave a mar- 
in very far below the three. or four hun- 
dred per cent., as asserted. The charge that 
we do not lower our prices, even though 
the wholesale prices were reduced, is also 
false, for our prices are optional with us, 
but influenced by a lively and keen compe- 
tition,

A GAY DECEIVER 


WHO WINS THE CONFIDENCE OF ALL 


How Sheriff Pink Stephens got Even with a Trav- 
ling Villain and Lands Him Safely in the 
Oslaboose—The Crimes and Casual- 


ties of the Day Portrayed. 


Upon the authority of a telegram from 
Chief Anderson, of this city, Sheriff Pink 
Stephens, of Marietta, arrested yesterday 
morning a white man who gives his name 
as George C. Beresford, who, it appears, has 
been guilty of a score of thefts and swin- 
dies in this and neighboring cities and 
towns during the past few weeks. Some 
days since Chief Anderson received a tele- 
gram from Chief-of Police Adams, of Ma- 
con, aithorizing and requesting him to ar- 
rest the above named person. 

Before Chief Anderson could lay his 
hands o) Beresford, however, he had ar- 
rived in Atlanta and had practiced a sharp 
piece of business here which we shall relate 
as fullows: A few days since Be:esford ap- 
peared at the store of Mr. J. M. Crawford, 
whodoes business near Tight Squeeze, and 
after representing himself as an agent of 
Tommey, Gregg & Beck, asked if he might 
sell Mr. Crawford scales for $15. He stated 
that he was working for the firm already 
mentioned, upon commission, 

Mr, Czawford concluded to make the pur- 
chase, and gave Beresford an order, writ- 
ten in pencil, payable to T. G. & B. for $15, 
and the alleged agent said that he would 
send the scales out during theday. He then 
took the order and raised the amount from 
$15 to $25 by changing the first named fig- 
ure, After doing this he wentto a Mr. 
Smith, residinga short distance from At- 
lanta, and proposed to Mr. 8. that if he 
would send his dray down to Tommy, 
Gregg & Beck’s, getthe scale and deliver it 
to Mr. Crawford, that he would pay him $1 
for the drayage, and that Mr. Smith 
in turn should cash the order. Mr. Smith 
after inspecting the order closely, saw that 
the writing was that of Mr. Crawford's, and 
knowing that he was good for tlie amount, 
cashed it without delay. When the 
scales were sent for it was discovered that 
they had been sold by a bogus agent, and 
the police were at once notified. Sheriff 
Stephens was telegraphed to look after the 
man if he came that way, and vesterday 
morning a dispatch was received by Chief 
Anderson that Beresford had been arrested. 


Beresford has little to say with reference 
to his situation. He claims that he isa 
traveling agent for a Chicago scales com- 
pany, and that while on the road he repairs 
old scales for any one who may employ him. 
It seems that he has also been soltine some 
very valuable lands that he claims he has 
in Florida. These lands, although he says 
that they are worth $100 per acre, can be 
bought for $10, provided the buyer takes 
his word for the forthcoming of the’ prop- 
erty. 
In a valise he had when arrested was 
found the following few lines, printed upon 
one side of a piece of paper, with no print- 
ing on the other: 

Mr. Beresford, who was adjusting scales in our 
city afew weeks ago, has come into very valuable 
property in Valusia county, Florida. The land 
comprises seven thousand acres around Lake 
Beresford, and is very rich hammock land, val- 
ued at $375 to $100 peracre. Mr. B.'s great-grand- 
father commenced an indigo farm there, and re- 
ceived this grant from the Spanish government. 
We believe he has some brothers to share it with 
him. We wish him success in his luck, 

He says that the notice inserted above is 
from a Florida paper, but does not give the 
name. From appearances it seems to have 
been taken by a proof-press, as it is perfectly 
blank on one side, and although there 
is considerable margin, there are 
no sians of a eolumn-rule on either side 
Other scraps of paper found in his trunk go 
to show that he has represented various 
kinds of business. He has a number of 
letters of recommendation from various 
persons in cities all over the state, among 
tLem Macon, Augusta and Columbus, He 
has also a long letter of recommendation 
signed Geo. Macauley, Episcopal minister 
of Atlanta, and directed to Rey. Horace 
Stringfellow, Episcopal minister of Mont- 
gomery, Ala. His case will be thoroughly 
investigated to-day. He is undoubtedly a 
thief of the first water. 

New York, July 8.—A_ bullet found in 
the fence surrounding the Theological sem- 
inary grcunds yesterday proves to be the 
same size as the one which killed Mr. Sey- 
mour three years ago, and is regarded as 
an importantclue. It is now believed that 
the latter’s death was caused by a random 
bullet from the revolver of a student named 
Striecke, who is known to have fired several 
shots out of his window that night. Mr. 
Seymour’s body*lay exactly in a line be- 
tween Striecke’s window and the bullet 
found in the fenre. 

Paul Striecke, a young choir boy, who was 
alleged to have tired apistol on the night of 
July 3d from the second story window of the 
Episcopal college. overlooking the spot on 
which the body of Judge Seymour was 
found,and who was believed by the police to 
have been killed by that gentleman, denies 
all knowledge of the shooting. 

Bishop Seymour says that the treatment 
he and his sister particularly received at the 
hands of the police after the body of his 
brother-in-law had been discovered in the 
setuinary grounds, was such'as would only 
be shown to savages. The officers, not- 
withstanding my _ protestations that we 
lived on the place, insisted that we should 
be removed to the police station forthwith. 
They even refused my sister to enter the 
house for her garments. Bishop Seymour 
asserts that men and women have frequent- 
ly made this secluded plat of ground a re- 
sort for improper purposes, and I believe 
my brother-in-law meta party, some one of 
whom finding exposure was inevitable, 
jumped up and struck Mr. Seymour, 
knocking him down, and then fired at him.

The Courtmartial of Lieutenant Carey 
—The Hep Crop—The German Tariff. 

Lonpon, July 8.—A dispatch from Cape. 
town, June 17, says that the court of in- 
quiry convened for the purpose of examin- 
ing into the conduct of Lieut. Carey, in 
command of the scouting party to which 
the prince imperial was attached at the 


time of his death, finds that the lieutenant 
did not understand the position in which 
he stood towards the prince and was not 
aware that he was expected to exercise any 
special guardianship or care over his person. 
The court goes on to censure him for ad- 
vancing without a sufficient escort and for 
halting and dismounting on dangerous 
ground, acts which betrayed a deplorable 
want of mititary prudence. The court re- 
grets that no attempt was made by Lieuten- 
ant Carey to rally his escort and confront the 
enemy. Afterthecourt of inquiry acourt- 
martial was organized to try the lieutenant. 
Lieutenant Carey sets up.in hisown defense 
that he was in charge of the party when the 
prince was killed, and the evidence thus far 
submitted somewhat clears him of the 
charge of cowardice.

THE THREE SWORDS! 


AS TOLD BY THE HEIRS OF TWIGGS. 


How a Claimant Pats in for General Twiggs’s Rel- 
ies—A Talk with Batier—A Pair of Sharp 
Letters—A Sebj-ct that Seems Dos 
tined to Oreate Attention. 


A strange story of three swords has been 
made public lately. General Twiggs, of 
Georgia, was a brilliant officer in the Mexi- 
can war. At the storming of Monterey, as 
at other points, he displayed unusual cour- 
age and won great distinction. Asa re 
ward for his bravery the congress of the 
United States voted him a sword. This 
sword isone of the finest e@er made. The 
blade is of the purest Damascus steel, and 
the scabbard is of pure gold—hanadsomely 
chased and earved,. The hilt 
is the crowning glory of | 
the whole, being made of solid gold, and 
set with diamond brilliants. The cash value 
of the sword could not be less than $50,000, 
The state of Georgia also presented him a 
sword of great value and of fine finish, and 
the city of Augusta, his native town, pre- 
sented him still another. These three 
swords were held by General Twiggs as the 
most precious pagsessions of his old age. 
During the war General Twiggs was in 
New Orleans and had these swords with 
him. Besides the swords he had his camp 
silver service, very heavy and handsome 
plate. When General Butler was about to 
enter the city, the general was very much 
exercised as what to do with his precious 
relics. At length he determined to deposit 
them with a young lady, Miss Florance, 
with whom he had been acquiinte la short 
time. Shetook them to her boudvir and 
hid them. 

When General Butler entered the city he 
got on the scent of these swords and plate, 
and after a long struggle with her, succeed- 
ed in finding them. He at once seized 
them and sent them on to President Lin- 


culn, 
A SPICY TALK WITH BUTLER, 


After the war Mrs, Myers, the married 
daughter of General Twiggs, went to Wash- 
ington to recover the swords of her dead 
father, which she learned were in the treas- 
ury. Gen. Twiggs had been celebrated in the 
confederate service, and was well-known in 
Washington. She went straight to General 
Garfield and asked him what she should do, 
She said her mission was to obtain the 


three swords of her father, eaptured while 
General Butler held the balance of power 
in New Orleans. General Garfield informed 
the lady that the best authority as to their 
whereabouts would be General Butler, but 
she replied she would sooner ‘‘beard a lion 
in his den, a Douglass in his hall.” Upon 

farther assurances that be was not as torm- 
idable as depicted, the lady consented to 
advise with the “terrible monster,” 
with General Garfield as advance guard, 
Upon stating the subject of her visit, 
after a surprisingly polite reception, 
General Butler told her the history of 
the two swords. ‘‘After their capture I sent 
therm to Washington, with the suggestion 

that one of them be donated to the Annap- 
olis academy and the. other to West Point, 
as exemplars of what base uses may be 
made of honorary weapons, sometimes,”’ 
said Benjamin, unmindful of the lady’s 
slight writhing upon this application of the 
thumb-screw. ‘But my advice was not 
taken. They were subsequently locked up 
in one of the treasury vaults for safe-keep- 
ing, and one of the duplicated keys handed 
over to me.”” With a few more words as to 
how they might be regained, Mr. Butler 
added, ‘‘but, ef dear madam, you have 
never asked me about your family plate, with 
whose gorgeousness I have been supposed 
to decorate my festive board, and through 
the agency of which various rather uncom- 
plimentary soubriquets have be®n bestowed 
upon me. Now, madam, almost imme- 
diately upon the evacuation of your father's 
premises and my occupation thereof, one of 
your family servants came to me with a 
load of silver, saying: ‘Ole massa thought 
he done hide this from de yankees, but dese 
ole eyes can see a ting or two yit, and de

The 
swords had been seen in the treasury vaults 
a Mr. Eaton, of Pittsburg, Va., who had 
disclosed the fact to the heirs. It appears 
that Gen. Butler had imprisoned Miss 
Florance before he could get the swords 
from her at New Orleans. 

In a short time Judge Twiggs received a 
letter fom Mr. Ernest T. Florance, of New 
Orleans, in which that gentleman stated 
that Mrs. Guedella was his sister. That 
Gen. Twiggs, previous to his departure from 
New Orleans, donated as a gift, pure and 
simple, to Miss Rowena Florance, the three 
swords and the silverware in question. 
The donation was complete and abso- 
lute, accompanied by delivery and words 
of donation and transfer,’ in the pres- 
ence of witnesses called for the purpose. 
General Butler took the swords and silver- 
ware by force of arms from Miss Florance 
who has been trying in various modes, ever 
since the termination of the war, to recover 
the property. Under these circufstances, 
I presume the children of General Twiggs 
will throw no obstacle in the way of ful- 
filling their father's desires and making ef- 
fectual the last acts of his life.

Lonpon, July 8.—A Paris dispatch to the 
Times says M. de Lesseps stated at the. last 
ineeting of the geographical society that he 
does not think the total of the expenses of 
constructing the Darien canal will exceed 
He endeavored xX- 
plain to the meeting that the difficulties of 


2950 000.000 franes. to e€ 


the work were not so formidable as those 
which had to be overcome in the construe- 
tion of the Suez canal, as a railroad already 
runs along the course of the proposed Pana- 
ma canal, with large towns at each extrem- 
ity. 

M. de Lesseps has just signed the treaty 
giving him the concession of the isthmus 
granted by the United States of Colombia. 
Matters are now to be pushed with the 
greatest activity. A new company will be 
immediately constituted with a capital of 
100,000,000f, In a long conversation M. 
de Lesseps this afternoon repudiated 
all intervention on the part of 
the government, were such intended. He 
said that he fully recognized the truth ‘of 
the statement that the United States was 
evititled to exercise a large and important 
influence in the management of the canal. 
He declared that the enterprise had no 
character of special nationality, but 
isa private speculation, though universal 
in its utility. Paris is silently  ac- 
cepted the center of operations 
merely because the French laws are severe, 
and oller greater security to shareholders, 
on account of the greater control over the 
administrators of the funds. M. de Lesseps 
remarked during the interview that he pro- 
wases to Offer General Grant the position of 
Saaarary president of the company.

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THE QUININE QUESTION. 


What the Angry Apothecaries of 


Philadelphia Say. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 8.—Apothecaries are 
very angry at the charges of exorbitant 
prices for quinine made by Farr, of Powers 
& Weightman, and say that if he knew of 
any druggist selling cinchonida, the cheap- 
er alkaloid for quinia, it was his duty 
promptly to expose them. As for prices, 
instead of three cents a grain, as Farr said, 
they answer through a committee, it is not 
customary among retail 
druggists of this city to charge more 
than one and a half, and certainly 
not over two cents per grain for quinine at 
this present time. As wholesale rates of 
quinine are now $3.50 per ounce avoirdu- 
pois, each ounce containing 4374 grains, 
the wholesale hee per grain will readily 
be seen to be about three-quarters of a cent, 
and the profit from selling at one and a 
half to two cents will certainly leave a mar- 
vin very far below the three or four hun- 
dred per cent., as asserted. The charge that 
we do not lower our prices, even though 
thé wholesale prices were reduced, is also 
false, for our prices are optional with us, 
but influenced by a lively and keen compe- 
tition,

WHO WINS THE CONFIDENCE OF ALL 


How Sheriff Pink Stephens got Even with a Trav- 
(ling Villain and Lands Him Safely in the 
Oslaboose—The Crimes and Casual- 


ties of the Day Portrayed. 


Upon the authority of a telegram from 
Chief Anderson, of this city, Sheriff Pink 
Stephens, of Marietta, arrested yesterday 
morning a white man who gives his name 
as George C. Beresford, who, it appears, has 
been guilty of a score of thefts and swin- 
dies in this and neighboring cities and 
towns during the past few weeks. Some 
days since Chief Anderson received a tele- 
gram from Chief-of Police Adams, of Ma- 
con, aithorizing 4nd requesting him to ar- 
rest the above named person. 

Before Chief Anderson could lay his 
hands 01 Beresford, however, he had ar- 
rived in Atlanta and had practiced asharp 
piece of business here which we shall relate 
as fullows: A few days since Be.esford ap- 
peared at the store of Mr. J. M. Crawford, 
whodoes business near Tight Squeeze, and 
afterrepresenting himself as an agent of 
Tommey, Gregg & Beck, asked if he might 


sell Mr. Crawford scales for3l5. He stated 


that he was working for the firm already 
mentioned, upon commission. 

Mr, Crawford concluded to make the pur- 
chase, and gave Beresford an order, writ- 
ten in pencil, payable to T. G. & B. for $15, 
and the alleged agent said that he would 
send the scales out during the day. He then 
took the order and raised the amount from 
$15 to $25 by changing the first named fig- 
ure. After doing this he wentto a Mr. 
Smith, residinga short distance from At- 
lanta, and proposed to Mr. 8. that if he 
would send his dray* down to Tommy, 
Gregg &$Beck’s, get the scale and deliver it 
to Mr. Crawford, that he would pay him $1 
for the drayage, and that Mr. Smith 
in turn should cash the order. Mr. Smith 
after inspecting the order closely, saw that 
the writing was that of Mr, Crawford's, and 
knowing that he was good for the amount, 
cashed it without delay. When the 
scales were sent for it was discovered that 
they had been sold by a bogus ‘agent, and 
the pulice were at once notified. Sheriff 


Stephens was teleg ed to look after the 
man if he came that(way, and yesterday 
morning a dispatch was received by Chief 


Anderson that Beresford had been arrested. 


Beresford has little to say with reference 
to his situation. He claims that he isa 
traveling agent for a Chicago scales com- 
pany, and that while on the road he repairs 
old scales for any one who may employ him. 
It seems that he has also been selling some 
very valuable lands that he claims he has 
in Florida. These lands, although he says 
that they are worth $100 per acre, can be 
bought for 310, provided the buyer takes 
his word for the forthcoming of the prop- 
erty. 

In a valise he had when arrested was 
found the following few lines, printed upon 
one side of a piece of paper, with no print- 
ing on the other: 

Mr. Beresford, who was adjusting scales in our 
city afew weeks ago, has come into very valuable 
property in Valusia county, Florida. The land 
comprises seven thousand acres around Lake 
Beresford, and is very rich hammock land, val- 
ued at $75 to $100 peracre. Mr. B.'s great-grand- 
father commenced an indigo farm there, and re- 
ceived this grant from the Spanish government. 
We believe he has some brothers to share it with 
him. We wish him success in his luck. 

He says that the notice inserted above is 
from a Florida paper, but does not give the 
name, From appearances it seems to have 
been taken by a proof-press, as it is perfectly 
blank on one side, and although ,there 
is considerable margin, there are 
no signs of a eolumn-rule on either side 
Other scraps of paper found in his trunk go 
to show that he has represented various 
kinds of business. He has a number of 
letters of recommendation from various 
persons in cities all over the state, among 
tLem Macon, Augusta and Columbus, He 
has also a long letter of recommendation 
signed Ggo. Macauley, Episcopal minister 
of Atlanta, and directed to Rey. Horace 
Stringfellow, Episcopal minister of Mont- 
gomery, Ala. His case will be thoroughly 
investigated to-day.

How a Claimant Pats in for General Twiggs's Rel- 
ics—A Talk with Betier—A Pair of Sharp 
Letters—A Subdj-ct that Seems Des 
tined to Create Attention. 


A strange story of three swords has been 
made public lately. General Twiggs, of 
Georgia, was a brilliant officer in the Mexi- 
can war. At the storming of Monterey, as 
ut other points, he displayed unusual cour- 
age and won great distinction. Asa re 
ward for his bravery the congress of the 
United States voted him a sword. This 
sword isone of thetinestever made. The 
blade is of the purest _Damascus steel, and 
the scabbard is of pure gold—haadsomely 
chased and carved,- The hilt 
is the crowning glory of 
the whole, being made of solid gold, and 
set with diamond brilliants. The cash value 
of the sword could not be less than $50,000, 
The state of Georgia also presented him a 
sword of great value and of fine finish, and 
the city of Augusta, his native town, pre- 
sented him still another. These three 
swords were held by General Twiggs as the 
most precious pagsessions of his old age. 
During the war General Twiggs was in 
New Orleans and had these swords with 
him. Besides the swords he had his camp 
silver service, very heavy and handsome 
plate. When General Butler was about to 
enter the city, the general was very much 
exercised as what to do with his precious 
relics. At length he determined to deposit 
them with a young lady, Miss Florance, 
with whom he had been acqurinte ! a short 
time. Shetook them to her boudvir and 
hid them, ‘ 
When General Butler entered the aAty he 


got on the scent of these swords and plate, 
and after a long struggle with her, succeed- 
ed in finding them. 
them and sent them on to President Lin- 
coln, 


He at once seized 


A SPICY TALK WITH BUTLER, 
After the war Mrs, Myers, the married 


daughter of General Twiggs, went to Wash- 


ington to recover the swords of her dead 
father, which she learned were in the treas- 
ury. Gen. Twiggs had been celebrated in the , 


confederate service, and was well-known in 


Washington. She went straight to General 


Gartield and asked him what she should do, 
She said her 


mission was to obtain the 
three swords of her father, captured while 


General Butler held the balance of power 


in New Orleans. General Garfield informed 
the wt that the best authority as to their 
whereabouts would be General Butler, but 


she replied she would sooner ‘‘beard a lion 


in his den, a Douglass in his hall.”” Upon 
farther assurances that be was not as torm- 
idable as depicted, the lady consented to 
with the “terrible monster,”’ 
with General Garfield as advance guard. 
Upon stating the subject of her visit, 
after a surprisingly polite reception, 
General Butler told her the history of 
the two swords. ‘After their capture I sent 
them to Washington, with the suggestion 
that one of them be donated to the Annap- 
olis academy and the. other to West Point, 
as exemplars of what base uses may be 
made of honorary weapons, sometrmes,’’ 
said Benjamin, unmindful of the lady’s 
slight writhing upon this application of the 
thumb-screw. “But my advice was not 
taken. They were subsequently locked up 
in_ove of the treasury vaults for safe-keep- 
ing, and one of the duplicated keys handed 
over to me.” With a few more words as to 
how they might be regained, Mr. Butler 
added, ‘‘but, my dear madam, you have 
never asked me about your family plate, with 
whose gorgeousness I have been supposed 
to decorate my festive board, and through 
the agency of which various rather uncom- 
plimentary soubriquets havebeen bestowed 
upon me. Now, madam, almost imme- 
diately upon the evacuation of your father's 
premises and my occupation thereof, one of 
your family servants came to me with a 
load of silver, saying: ‘Ole massa thought 
he done hide this from de yankees, but dese 
ole eyes can see a ting or two yit, and de 
marked de spot whar de silber was buried, 
and hyar it all is, sure nuff.” I used that 
plate while I occupied your father’s 
house as headquarters, but eventually 
turned over every piece, forks, dishes 
and spoons,”’ [here the general paused em- 
phatically]} ‘“‘to the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment, and here are the vouchers of every 
article brought te me,” said the Massachu- 
setts statesman, lifting the lid of his desk 
and laying his hand on an orderly pile of 
papers. And sure enough there were the 
vouchers, all properly signed and credited, 
and Benjamin never kept those spoons, 
after all! “‘Where they subsequently dis- 
appeared,’ continued the general, ‘I have 
no means of knowing, but years ago they 
were turned over to the government.”’ 
A NEW CLAIMANT IN THE FIELD. 

After Mrs. Myers had been trying for 
some time to recover these swords, and had 
pretty fair chances of success, she was sud- 
denly confronted with a new claimant in 
the person of Mrs. Joseph Guedella, of 
England. Upon inquiry it was discovered 
that Mrs. Guedella was Miss Florance, with 
whom General Twiggs had originally left 
the swords, and who hal since married an 
Englishman of that name. Mrs. Guedella 
claimed that General Twiggs did not leave 
the swords with her as a trust, but that he 
gave them ¢o her straightout as a present. 
Seeing this statement in the papers Judge 
Duncan Twiggs, of Augusta, a descendant 
of the late General Twiggs, denounced the 
claim of Mrs. Guedella as baseless and fraud- 
ulent. He stated that General Twiggs had 
made a will and had devised these swords 
to his son John, in San Francisco, and to 
his daughter Mrs. Myers, and that 
the English woman must bea myth. The 
swords had been seen in the treasury vaults 
a Mr. Eaton, of Pittsburg, Va., who had 
disclosed the fact to the heirs. It appears 
that Gen. Butler had imprisoned Miss 
Florance before he could get the swords 
from her at New Orleans. 

In a short time Judge Twiggs received a 
letter fom Mr. Ernest T. Florance. of New 
Orleans, in which that gentleman stated 
that Mrs. Guedella was his sister. That 
Gen. Twiggs, previous to his departure from 
New Orleans, donated as a gift, pure and 
simple, to Miss Rowena Florance, the three 
swords and the silverware in question. 
The donation was complete and abso- 
lute, accompanied by delivery and words 
of donation and transfer, in the pres- 
ence of witnesses called for the pu 
General Butler took the swords and silver- 
ware by force of arms;ffom Miss Florance, 
who has been trying in Various modes, ever 
since the termination of the war, to recover 
the eroyerty. Under these circumstances, 
I presume the children of General Twiggs 
will throw no obstacle in the way of ful- 
filling their father’s desires and making ef- 
fectual the last acts of his life. 

To this letter Judge Twiggs replied in a 
sharp one, that was severe while courteous.
